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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious an inspection or review 
system having an optical component configured to project ultraviolet light onto a specimen 
during inspection with the specimen being either a wafer or reticle and having a liquid disposed 
between the optical component and the specimen during inspection, wherein the liquid is in 
contact with a surface of the optical component and a surface of the specimen, and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 2-16 are allowed by the virtue 
of dependency on the allowed claim 1. 

Regarding claim 17, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious an inspection or 
review system having an inspection or review subsystem configured to project ultraviolet light 
through an optical component, a liquid, and onto a specimen, wherein the liquid contacts the 
optical component and the specimen, and wherein the specimen is a wafer or a reticle, and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 17. Claims 18-20 are allowed by the 
virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 17.
